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Burton bid 
challenged 
by council 


HAVERHILL Town 
Council is launching a 
legal challenge with 
Suffolk County Council 
over the future of the 
Burton Centre. 

The county council pre¬ 
viously accepted St Nicholas 
Hospice Care’s bid to take 
over the running of the 
purpose-built community 
centre - instead of that put 
forward by the town council. 

Solicitors for the town council 
have now written to the county 
authority declaring their 
intention to seek a judicial review 
over the way Suffolk made its 
decision. 

The town council believes the 
county council did not follow its 
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own policies when selecting the 
St Nicholas Hospice Care bid, 
which would see the Burton 
Centre used as an outreach 
centre, coffee bar and shop. 

Will Austin, town clerk at 
Haverhill Town Council, said the 
town council wants to use the 
Burton Centre as an open-access 
youth centre to combat anti¬ 
social behaviour and give young 
people something to do. 

He said they also want the 
centre to be a place where young 
people can get advice and 
support in the areas of 
employment and skills, with 
agencies such as colleges, local 
authorities and the jobcentre 
having a presence there. 


He said: “All this could be done 
from the Burton Centre. All the 
partners are lined up to deliver it 
from the Burton Centre and the 
county council has chosen not to 
use it for that purpose.” 

Mr Austin said the town 
council was not opposed to what 
St Nicholas Hospice Care plans to 
do with the centre. 

He said: “We welcome their 
attempts to have a presence in 
the town. We simply believe there 
are other locations where they 
could do that in Haverhill 
without using a purpose-built 
community centre which would 
no longer be available for that 
purpose to the town.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We have 
received the letter from Haverhill 
Town Council and will, of course, 
respond as soon as possible.”

Cheryl Jillions, who co¬ 
founded Little Acorns with 
her husband, Michael, said: 
“It was really an open day for 
people to come and see what 
we were offering, what Little 
Acorns is all about and talk to 
approved foster carers.” 

She said she wanted to thank 


everyone who came along on 
Saturday. 

She said: “The turnout was 
phenomenal - about 100 
people came. There were a lot 
of balloons and food and 
cake, it was just fantastic. 

“ I was quite overwhelmed by 
the amount of people who 
came.” 

Little Acorns foster carers, 

Mrs Jillions said, receive 24- 
hour support. She said: “We 
know that fostering isn’t 9am 
to 5pm. 

“It tends to be after 5 o’clock 
and at weekends. That’s when 
it happens because the 
children are not at school. It’s 
about being there to make 
sure those placements don’t 
break down and children 
have stability in their lives.” 
She said there are thousands 
of children coming into care - 


and there are just not the 
foster placements for them. 
Mrs Jillions, who is qualified 
in social care and has been 
involved in the industry for 
27 years, said they would like 
to hear from would-be 
fosterers - and they are just 
looking for normal families 
who are not shocked by 
things and are robust enough 
not to give up at the first 
hurdle. 

She said: “All we want is 
loving families that are 
prepared to help and see a 
young person through to 
their adult years.” 

The agency is co-operatively 
owned, with its carers as 
shareholders, and it began 
running last month.

Lifesavers’ clothes 
stolen in burglary 


THE ambulance service 
is appealing for the 
return of jackets and 
shirts used by volunteer- 
lifesavers, which were 
stolen by thieves. 

Five fluorescent jackets, 
worth about £35 each, and 10 
navy polo shirts, each worth 
£10, intended for community 
First Responders, were taken 
by burglars from a garage in 
Haverhill. 

The clothes are used by the 
volunteers who administer 
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first aid at the scenes of 
emergencies before para¬ 
medics arrive. 

A spokesman from the 
ambulance service said: “This 
is a disgraceful theft; not only 
breaking into someone’s 
private property but stealing 
uniform which our incredibly 
hard-working volunteers pay 
for themselves for the role 
they carry out. 

“The idea that someone 


who would carry out such an 
act might then be using the 
shirts and jackets to 
impersonate a volunteer life- 
saver is appalling and we 
would urge anyone with 
information about this theft 
to contact the police.” 

Haverhill’s mayor, Cllr Pat 
Hanlon, said: “I’m absolutely 
shocked because these people 
volunteer. The volunteers 
need these jackets for when 
they are out in emergencies 
saving people’s lives.” 

It is thought the offenders 


broke into the garage in 
Victoria Avenue to see what 
they could find. They also took 
a Karcher vacuum cleaner, a 
Karcher pressure washer and a 
silver tool case containing 
hand tools. 

The burglars forced their 
way into the garage between 
6pm on Sunday, March 3 and 
7.15am the next day.

Council chief rules out 
railway link for town 


A RAIL link for Haverhill would be the best 
solution to its transport problems, but it will 
never happen according to a top county 
official. 

Deborah Cadman, chief executive of 
Suffolk County Council and former chief 
executive of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, addressed a packed meeting of 
representatives from local businesses and 
community organisations at the recent 
bestof Haverhill meeting. 

She said that coming to Haverhill was like 
coming home and that she could see some 
fantastic changes that were happening in the 
town. 

Transport links, specifically the A1307, 
continued to be an issue. Ms Cadman agreed 
the best solution would be a rail link 
between Cambridge and Haverhill but she 
did not think this would happen, because of 
cost. 

While it was important to continue to 
lobby for the rail link, the focus had to be on 
alternatives such as funded bus routes or a 
guided bus route. 

On the subject of pedestrianisation, she 
said that there was currently an ‘impasse’ 
and the council would do what the majority 
want. 

What St Edmundsbury Borough Council 


did on planning and the issue of the Gurteen 
factory would have an impact on any 
decision. 

The council had a budget of £1 billion 
aand more than half of this was allocated to 
schools. 

Ms Cadman believed that they had gone 
to ‘the bone’ as far as cost cutting was 
concerned and although it was expected that 
a further £150 million would be saved, the 
big challenge was to protect front line 
services. 

The council was not in a position to fund 
£25 million on making improvements to the 
A1307, but it was prepared to lobby and 
work with other partners. 

The Castle Manor Partnership and Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust were praised by Ms 
Cadman, which she said were delivering top 
educational services in Haverhill. 

However, she was astounded by the lack of 
aspiration from young people and 
concerned by the disproportionately high 
number of young people, one in five, not in 
employment, education or training in the 
town. 

Elaine Carr, owner of the bestof Haverhill 
said: “Deborah is a very engaging speaker 
who doesn’t pull any punches. People 
respect that no nonsense approach.”

The Linton wedding and 
conference venue, which was 
devastated by an inferno started by 
arsonists last year, is set to launch 
the Chilford Hall Garden Rooms at 
the end of the month. 

The semi-permanent marquee in 
the venue’s grounds will host its first 
event - a wedding ceremony and 
reception - over the Easter 
weekend. 

And Chilford Hall’s vineyard, 
which was not affected by the blaze 


that ruined wedding plans for many 
couples last year, opened for the 
new season on Saturday. 

Glen Mejias, the business’s 
director and general manager, said 
more than 25 couples had already 
arranged to tie the knot at Chilford 
Hall this year. 

He said: ‘The new Garden Rooms 
really are a fantastic addition and 
we are really pleased at the 
feedback we have already received 
from couples and event planners 
who have called us or visited the 
site. 

“We have already secured over 25 


wedding bookings this year and will 
be hosting the Annual House and 
Garden Fair for the Asthma UK 
charity on May 14.” 

The Garden Rooms are made up 
of the linked Garden Reception, 
which can be used as a conference 
or drinks reception area, and the 
Garden Terrace, which can be used 
as a main event and dining area. 

The structure, which can be used 
all year round, has a capacity for 
250 people for canape reception- 
type events and its built-in facilities 
include a bar, kitchen, toilets and 
cloakroom. 


It has replaced the smaller 
marquee erected in Chilford Hall’s 
grounds in the immediate 
aftermath of the fire where the 
venue continued to host events like 
parties, weddings and banquets.

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Council staff 
poised for 
pay deal vote 

UNION staff at two district 
councils will vote whether to 
accept a new pay package 
which could see 15 per cent of 
staff receive a wage cut. 

Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council share 
service provision across West 
Suffolk and bosses have 
decided to implement one 
staffing structure so staff 
doing the same job at each 
council will be paid the same. 

The vote will follow a 
period of negotiation between 
Unison, the council’s 
recognised union, and the 
chief executive to ensure a 
single set of terms across both 
councils. 

Ian Gallin, joint chief 
executive of the councils, 
said: “We have already made 
large savings from our pay 
budgets over the past couple 
of years, including £870,000 a 
year from senior manage¬ 
ment. 

“For these negotiations we 
had a fixed amount of pay 
available and our discussions 
were around how to allocate 
that within the new single 
staff structure.” 

Unison has seen the 
package and approved it so 
members will receive a ballot 
within the next few days. 

A spokesperson for Unison’s 
West Suffolk branch said: 
“Unison has been in regular 
negotiations for a number of 
months with the management 
regarding the pay line and 
terms and conditions for staff. 

“Members will soon be 
asked to ballot on a package 
that ensures members who 
carry out the same job across 
both authorities are paid at 
the same level and with the 
same terms and conditions. 

“The original proposal 
made to Unison has been 
considerably improved, 
particularly to get a better 
deal for the lower pay grades 
who may have been affected 
by any loss of their earnings.” 

If the package is approved 
an estimated 15 per cent of 
staff could see a reduction in 
pay from March 31, while 23 
per cent could see an 
increase. 

Cllr Dave Ray, St 
Edmundsbury cabinet 
member for Resources, said: 
“The staff at both councils are 
extremely hardworking, 
dedicated professionals and 
getting a single payline into 
place is an essential part of 
creating a single staff 
structure.” 

This agreement will apply 
to all staff, not just union 
members.

Rallying call over 
town centre plans 


RESIDENTS are being urged 
to press Suffolk County 
Council on how it will help 
make Haverhill fit for its 
growing community. 

The debate over whether to 
pedestrianise the High Street 
will be high on the agenda of 
the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team meeting on Monday. 

But Haverhill Town Council 
is calling on people to ensure 
the county council also 
responds on the matters of 
traffic and parking in the 
High Street and what the 
county’s vision is for a 
sustainable town centre. 

Will Austin, town clerk at 
Haverhill Town Council, said: 
“Let’s not make it simply 
about closing the High Street 
to traffic or not closing it. 

“Let’s make sure the county 
council responds to the 
community on how it’s going 
to help provide a 
sustainable town centre for 
them going forward.” 

He said the town centre 
had done well under difficult 
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circumstances but a “large 
proportion” of Haverhill’s 
population does not visit it at 
all and they want to attract 
these people in so Haverhill 
does not become what it is 
already called by some - a 
dormitory town. 

He said: “Those of us who 
live, work and shop in 
Haverhill know there is much 
more to Haverhill than that. 

“We need to provide more 
to cater for those people who 
don’t currently use the town 
centre and the county council 
is one of the key partners in 
delivering that vision.” 

Mr Austin said they need 
the county council to “play its 



part” in expanding the town 
and what it offers. 

He said: “The town centre 
was built for a population of 
5,000, it cannot possible serve 
the needs of 27,000 people 
which is the current 
population. 

“With the population 
estimated to be expanding by 
a further 10,000 in the next 20 
years, we need to see a rapid 
expansion in both the size of 
the offering of the town 
centre. 

“We need the county 
council to play its part as the 
major local authority partner 
in the area in delivering that. 
Thus far, we have heard 
nothing of that ilk.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: "Cllr 
Guy McGregor will be 
attending the meeting to 
listen to what residents and 
businesses have to say and 
discuss options for the 
future of the town." 

The meeting starts at 7pm 
at Burton End School. 


Charities set for 
funding windfall

Did torture slow 
bin Laden hunt? 

Sir, Zero Dark Thirty, shown recently 
in Haverhill is based on the hunt for 
Osama bin Laden and raises the 
issue of whether torture works. 

No one could argue that torture, 
prohibited by international 
convention, is morally acceptable. 
The rationale for its use is that it 


saves innocent lives. Leaving aside 
the question of correctly identifying 
prisoners (many Guantanamo Bay 
detainees are still incarcerated, 
despite having been cleared of any 
wrongdoing), is torture effective? 
Evidence shows that those tortured 
will say whatever they think their 
captors want them to say, just to 
make the pain stop. Memory is 
notoriously unreliable, even more so 
under stress, such as sleep 
deprivation or waterboarding. 
According to interrogators, CIA 
personnel and politicians, the use of 
torture actually slowed down the 
hunt for bin Laden. 

The detainee on whom the film 
character was based was 
waterboarded 183 times without 
giving anything away. It was 
“analysis, insight and smart 
detective work over years which 
produced results”. 

Another interrogator admitted: “I 
cannot even count the times 
detainees told me they were 
primarily motivated to do what they 
did because of hearing that we 
committed torture. We will never 
know how many lives might have 
been saved had we held fast to our 
values.”

How I took the hurt out of

L IKE most mothers - 
to-be, Jane 
Wallington had 
been drip-fed tales of 
painful births from 
friends and family who 
had already 
experienced labour 
first-hand. So, when she 
fell pregnant with her 
first daughter, Ruby, she 
was over the moon - 
but admits there was an 
element of fear from 
day one. 


“You can’t avoid people’s 
stories, can you?” laughs the 
28-year-old. “Every woman 
who’s been through it is 
willing to share!” 

Ruby was born in 2008 at 
The Rosie. “It wasn’t the 
longest labour - it was about 
eight hours - but the pain 
was just unbearable,” 
remembers lane. “There was 
such an element of fear and I 
was in so much pain that I 
couldn’t move.” 


Though Ruby was born 
safe and well, when mother 
and daughter returned to the 
family’s Bassingbourn home, 
instead of feeling elated, fane 
didn’t leave the house for the 
next two weeks, was in 
constant pain and felt 
exhausted. “It was really 
tough. I didn’t hold her for an 
hour after she was born due 
to the pain and that made me 
feel terrible. 


“I didn’t know if I could 
face going through labour 
again and for the first six 
months there was no way I 
was going to have a second 
child.” 


Once fully recovered from 
labour, fane quickly got to 
grips with being a new mum 
and, just 10 months after

Ruby was born, was delighted 
to find out she was pregnant 
with her second child, 
fessica, now 2. “When I fell 
pregnant with Jess I knew 
from the outset that I wanted 
a different labour. I was 
thinking about an elective 
caesarean, which is really 
frightening, but then I was 
actually advised by a midwife 
to think about a hypnobirth.” 

Using specific self¬ 
hypnosis, relaxation and 
unique breathing techniques, 
hypnobirthing aims to enable 
women to “take control” of 
their labour and “block out 
pain”. “I did know about 
hypnobirthing when I was 
pregnant with Ruby - and I 
wasn’t sceptical to it - but we 
just decided to follow the 
normal course and see how 
we went,” says Jane. 

During her second 
pregnancy, Jane researched 
hypnobirthing antenatal 
classes and came across The 
Mongan Method. The 
original hypnobirthing 
method, it is based on the 
principles of two famous 
English doctors, Dr Jonathon 
Dye and Dr Grantly Dick- 
Reid - whose studies led to 
the emergence of the NCT 
(National Childbirth Trust). 

“I found a hypnobirthing 
practitioner in Royston and 
from the first class I knew it 
was going to be different,” 
smiles Jane. 

Jane and Andy attended 
classes once a week for four 
weeks. “It really felt like we 


were learning so much as we 
looked at the history of 
birthing, why most women 
have painful births, what the 
body can do and also learnt 
the very special breathing 
techniques,” she explains. “It 
was very different from the 
first time around, which was 
very focused on pain relief.” 

In June 20 JO, just four days 
after the classes finished, 

Jane went into labour. “I was 
three days overdue and was 
in Asda with Ruby doing a full 
food shop at the time,” she 
remembers. “I was able to 
focus and relax and the fact 
that I was just carrying on 
doing my usual stuff is 
nothing like with my first 
birth - the hypnobirthing 
allowed me to think birthing 
does not hurt and it’s 
important to carry on as 
normal.” 

When Jane returned home 
she continued experiencing 
contractions but was able to 
use the breathing techniques 
she had learnt to cope with 
the pain. 

By midnight Jane felt she 
was close to giving birth and 
after calling ahead to The 
Rosie, arrived there just after 
lam. “They knew I was a 
hypnobirth mum and they 
had opened up the MLB 
(Midwifery Led Birthing) unit 
for me so I could use the 
pool,” she says. After a very 
short labour, Jessica was born 
at half past 1, following no 
pushing and, says Jane, no 
pain or interventions, which

specialists had said she 
would most likely need. “I 
did feel the urge but I 
never pushed at any 
point,” she says. “It was 
pain free, and I know 
that’s hard to believe, but 
all hypnobirth mums feel 
is pressure, and we can 
handle pressure. As soon 
as Jess was born I wanted 
to do it all over again, it 
was amazing. I always 
said I wanted two 
children but because of 
the hypnobirth I would 
like to have more.” 

Just one hour after Jess 
was born, Jane and Andy 
were taking their second 
daughter home, and this 
time it was a totally 
different experience. 

“I had so much more 
energy than after Ruby,” 
remembers Jane. “I don’t 
know if I had postnatal 
depression then but I felt 
extremely low, but with 
Jess I was just my normal 
self, I was fine. I love 
them both equally, 
obviously, 
and

there’s a bond between all 
of us, but the bond with 
Jess is really different.” 

The proud mum has 
been so inspired by her 
hypnobirthing experience 
she decided to become a 
teacher of the antenatal 
classes. Since qualifying 
in December last year, 
Jane has set up Breeze 
Birthing and has already 
helped two mums enjoy 
hypnobirths following 
private classes. 

“I get really envious of 
pregnant women because 
of the experience they’re 
going to go through,” 
smiles Jane. “I’ve got the 
passion to do this 
because I’ve experienced 
both types of labour.” 

As well as her new 
career, Jane works part- 
time in sales and 
volunteers on the 
maternity ward at the 
Lister Hospital in 
Stevenage. “I love being 
with the mums and their 
babies,” she beams. “I’m 
there when they’re in 
early labour and 
afterwards. 

“I love supporting 
them and it makes 
me feel so good to 
know that I’m 
helping them -1 
always feel so bad 
when I leave. I 
f don’t see very 
' many hypnobirth 
mums unfortunately, 
but things are 
changing.” 


The statistics are surely 
appealing to pregnant 
women. According to 
Marie Mongan, the 
founder and creator of 
The Mongan Method of 
hypnobirthing, a 
staggering 95 per cent of 
women who use the self¬ 
hypnosis method go on to 
have successful 
hypnobirths, but Jane 
explains it only works if 
you practise the 
techniques and trust in 
your body. 

“With hypnobirthing 
you have to want to have 
a perfect birth for it to 
work. You have to want to 
reach these deep levels of 
relaxation and once you 
do your body will take 
over and do what it’s 
supposed to do.” 

Although the mum is 
clearly an avid supporter, 
she is very aware of the 
army of sceptics. “I’ve got 
friends who do doubt it 
and say there’s no such 
thing as labour without 
pain, that it’s just an 
accompaniment of 
labour, and you have to 
deal with it, go through it. 
Not true. If that’s the case 
then how come I, and 
thousands of other 
women worldwide, have 
had these births? 

“Hypnobirthing isn’t a 
new concept, we’ve been 
birthing this way for 
centuries, our bodies are 
designed to do it and it’s 
completely empowering.”

A CHARITY which works 
with children and 
families affected by 
imprisonment is on the 
lookout for new 
volunteers. 

Ormiston Children & 
Families Trust works in HMP 
Highpoint North and South, at 
Stradishall, near Haverhill, 
supporting children and young 
people with a relative in 
prison. 

Ormiston is the leading 
children’s charity in East Anglia 
and runs the play area and 
special children’s visits at the 
two prisons.

Sixty-year-old Sheena Parkin 
has been volunteering for 
Ormiston at HMP Highpoint 
for more than 10 years and 
says the experience is 
incredibly rewarding. 

She said: “The most 
satisfying thing I get out of 
volunteering at Highpoint is 
seeing a child being able to 
draw a picture for their daddy 
and handing it to him,

knowing that he will be able to 
take it to his room and keep it. 
I think that is so special for the 
children and the family. 

“And also seeing the letters 
and cards that they write - ‘I 
love you daddy’, ‘I miss you’, ‘I 
can’t wait for you to come 
home’ - it’s worth more than 
any payment in the world. 

“I volunteer at the prison 
about twice a month, helping 
out with both the children’s 
visits and the play area. 

“When you talk to people 
about volunteering they think 
you have to commit to two or 
three days a week, but 
Ormiston are very flexible and 
work around you.” 

Anne Falkingham, Ormi- 
ston’s Volunteer Coordinator at 
HMP Highpoint, said 
volunteers are vital to the 
charity. 

She said: “Volunteers are so 
important and a lot of services 
and organisations couldn’t 
survive without their support. 

“We’re looking for people to 
help run our play area and 
children’s visits, which will 
involve playing with the 
children and talking to the 


parents, answering any 
questions they might have. 
The play area is used during 
normal domestic visits, which 
take place Friday and Saturday 
afternoons, Sunday mornings 
and afternoons and Monday 
afternoons. 

“And our children’s visits 
take place twice a month on a 
Tuesday. We’re also looking at 
starting up Family Days which 
will be once a month. 

“To volunteer in the play 
area or on the children’s visits 
you have to be over 18 and 
we’re looking for people who 
are open minded, reliable and 
enthusiastic. 

“There are training 
opportunities available, and if 
you’re over 21 there’s the 
prospect of doing some family 
liaison and one-to-one work. 

“We’re not looking for any 
specific experience or 
qualifications, but it would be 
a bonus if you’ve had 
experience of being around 
children.”

A HOSPICE is providing a free 
education programme to help 
care homes to support patients 
nearing the end of their lives.

“This programme fits so well 
with what St Nicholas Hospice 
Care is doing - it is about 
working with the community, 
promoting patient choice and 
also fitting in with national 
standards of end-of-life care. 

“We at the Hospice value the 


chance to pass on our 
knowledge and experience to 
others. Importantly, the training 
should allow patients a choice 
to remain in the familiar 
surroundings of their care home 
rather than having to go into 
hospital because of a lack of 
skilled carers to take care of 
their end of life needs. 


“We run up to 10 training 
sessions at each care home, 
with the educational 
programme tailored to the 
requirements of each home.”

AN MP has welcomed the 
Government's announce¬ 
ment that Second World 
War heroes who served on 
the Arctic convoys and in 
Bomber Command will 
receive new medals. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, noted that up to a quarter 
of a million veterans and families 
could be eligible for the awards, 
including many of his 
constituents. 

Families of those who had died 
will also be able to apply for the 
new awards in recognition of 
their loved ones’ bravery - and Mr 
Hancock has urged them to do so. 

Production of the new Arctic 
Star medal and Bomber Comm¬ 
and clasp will start this week. 
Living veterans and widows will 
be the first in line to receive the 
new awards from this month. 

Winston Churchill famously 
singled the Arctic convoys out as 
the “most dangerous run of the 
war” and the men of Bomber 
Command faced extremely high 
casualty rates. Out of 125,000 who 
served, 55,000 died.

Mr Hancock said: This 
announcement recognises the 
enormous bravery displayed by 
those who fought for our freedom 
in the Second World War. 

“This is especially true in West 
Suffolk where Bomber Command 
flew sorties from RAF Mildenhall, 
RAF Lakenheath and other 
airfields throughout the county. 

“Thousands of young men flew 
out of these bases their average 
age was only 22. 

“Nearly half would never see 


Suffolk again and we owe them a 
debt we can never repay. 

“I would encourage all eligible 
veterans and next of kin in West 
Suffolk to apply for these 
awards." 

Minister of State for Defence 
Personnel, Welfare and Veterans 
Mark Francois said: “All those 
who served our country in 
Bomber Command and on the 
Arctic convoys deserve nothing 
but the utmost respect and 
admiration from us.”

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Liza's back in murder mystery 


A RTS Theatre favourite Liza 
Goddard returns to 
Cambridge this week to 
head the all-star cast of Go Back 
For Murder - a typically devilish 
mystery from the undisputed queen 
of crime, Agatha Christie. 

Adapted by Christie in 1960 from her 
novel Five Little Pigs, Go Back For Murder 
removes the book’s protagonist, legendary 
detective Poirot Hercule Poirot - who by 
then the author had decided was a 
“detestable, bombastic, tiresome, ego-centric 
little creep” (don’t tell David Suchet!). It is 
one of over a dozen plays written by 
Christie, who has sold more than two billion 
books - a record bettered only by the Bible 
and Shakespeare. 

The story begins when Carla Le Marchant 
learns a disturbing family secret: her mother, 
Caroline Crale, died in prison after being 
convicted for poisoning her father. Caroline 
leaves a letter professing her innocence and 
Carla is determined to clear her mother’s 
name. 

Enlisting the help of Justin Fogg, the son 
of her mother’s defence lawyer, Carla 
searches out all the players from her tragic 
history and brings them back to the scene of 
the crime to uncover the truth. 

Star of such TV classics as The Brothers, 
Bergerac and ITV’s long-running game 
show Give Us A Clue , Goddard stars as Miss 
Williams, while child actress-tumed-screen 
star and Vogue cover model Sophie Ward 
(Land Girls, Jane Eyre ) plays Carla Crale.

The big film 


OZ THE GREAT AND POWERFUL 
certificate PG, 2h10m 


MADE in 1939 for the staggering sum of 
$3.7m dollars, The Wizard OfOz failed to 
cast a spell over audiences on its initial 
release. 

But more than 70 years later, Victor 
Fleming’s fantastical yarn is one of the most 
beloved family films in the cinematic 
pantheon and a staple of the Christmas 
television schedules. 

In 1985 Disney revived the iconic character 
of Dorothy Gale in Return To Oz, based on 
two novels by Frank L Baum. But like it 
predecessor, the unofficial sequel failed to 
curry favour with audiences. 

Now director Sam Raimi, who propelled the 
Spider-Man trilogy to dizzy heights, has the 
unenviable task of helming this lavish prequel 
which chronicles the arrival of the 
eponymous wizard in Oz. 

In an affectionate nod to the 1939 film, Oz 
The Great And Powerful opens in black and 
white and flushes the screen with vibrant 
colour once the story moves to the magical 



realm of flying monkeys and munchkins. 
Small-time circus magician Oscar Diggs 
(James Franco) is booed off stage in 1905 
Kansas and finds himself in hot water with 
the resident strongman. Bidding a hasty 
farewell to his sweetheart Annie (Michelle 
Williams), who is poised to marry another 
man, Oscar escapes in a hot air balloon. 


The canopy is sucked into an approaching 
tornado and Oscar crash-lands in a 
wondrous realm where ancient prophecy 
decrees that a wizard will fall from the sky 
and reign benevolently over Oz. 

Beautiful witch Theodora (Mila Kunis) 
accompanies Oscar to the Emerald City, 
where her sister Evanora (Rachel Weisz) and 


the other denizens live in fear of the wicked 
witch Glinda (Michelle Williams). 

Oz The Great And Powerful is a visual treat - 
especially in eye-popping 3D - and it’s 
evident that most of the $200m dollar budget 
has been lavished on digital effects. 

The film follows the template of the recent 
re-imaging tit Alice In Wonderland, 
bombarding our retinas with outlandish set 
pieces.Some of the visual trickery isn’t as 
slick as it should be and the copious special 
effects come at the expense of plot and 
characterisation. 

Mitchell Kapner and David Lindsay-Abaire’s 
script boasts a few snappy one-liners but it’s 
perilously flimsy and the 130-minute running 
time is unwieldy. 

Warmth and charm have almost been 
sucked dry from this incarnation of Oz and 
performances are muted, especially Franco, 
who bumbles through his scenes as if he is 
making up dialogue on the spot. 

Margaret Hamilton was far more terrifying as 
the green-hued Wicked Witch back in 1939 
than anything Raimi conjures from his cast 
here.
